Ducket Shop Reported to Have Lost
$30,000,000 Enormous Increase

In Dunk Clearings.

NEW YORK. M.iy 10. Wall street
emerged from Its gloom this morning and,
with growing confidence In the day, mani-
fested something like buoyant elation.
Prices of stocks went up with a rush at
the last, closing at about the top, and with
the net losses left after yesterday's ses-

sion pretty largely recovered.
There tvere some clouds remaining on the

iituation this morning and some natural
trepidation lest the violent collapse of yes-terd- uy

should have left some casualties
which would not be disclosed until the
clearing-hous- e sheets of the Stock Ex-
change had ben made up. Early in the
day the olficial announcement was made
that the sheets of all the members of the
exchange had been cleared perfectly, and
that all their checks had been honored.
Thi3 relieved the last feeling of apprehen-
sion and the feverish and earnest signs
which were manifest in the stock market
during the first hour disappeared. Things
quieted down Into a steady condition of
business such as has not been witnessed In
Wall street for many weeks.

The measures taken over night to clear
the situation left little to fear. The agree-
ment to allow the shorts In Northern Fa-clf- lc

to settle at 15) really went to the root
of the crisis and wiped out the impelling
cause of yesterday's panic. The announce-
ment by the banks that yesterday's loans,
which had been provided by agreement
among the leading institutions of the
street, would not be called to-da- y, kept the

irom additional tension.
With the threatening conditions removed,

a rebound in prices was natural and in evi-
dence. The extent to which it ran was.
however, a surprise, and was attributed to
various causes. There is no doubt that
among those who were heavy losers in yes-
terday's slump were many of ample re-fccur-

who .viewed the situation with a
sporting instinct and a determination to re-
coup losses by following the market. It
was the popular belief that some of the
Western potentates who were admittedly
forced "to walk sideways" during a portion
of yesterday's events were again in the
market this afternoon In a bold attempt to
retrieve their losses.

NORTHERN PACIFIC.
. The obvious leadership of tho movement
of Union Pacific and the Southwestern
group gave ground for the conjecture that
it was based on benefits expected to accrue
to Union Pacific from a control of Northern
Pacific; a control which was still stoutly
claimed to-da- y, but as emphatically denied
by the Hill-Morg- an parties. It was re-

markable that the breaking of the corner
In Northern Pacific by the settlement with
the shorts at L brought almost no stock
on the market. But it 13 evident that the
contesting partlos in Northern Pacific are
not yet prepared to let go of a single avail-
able share of the stock. The settlement
with tho shorts progressed to-da- y at th-- 3

offices, both of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and J. P.
Mcrgan & Co., and It is probable that only
the completion of the settlement will reveal
how much of the purchases of stock mado
by the two parties within the last week
can be delivered.

Tho bargain hunters also were on hand
In Wall street to-da- y, although their oper-
ations fell away as the recovery in prices
progressed. During the morning, however,
there were a large number of transactions
recorded for cash, both in stocks and bonds,
which is the manner in which the bargain
hunter usually pay: for his purchases.
There is a belief in the street that yester-
day's panic was made unnecessarily vio-

lent by the excitement uf some of the
newer members of the Stock Exchange,
many of whom are very young men. It
Is supposed that some of these made un-
due sacrifice in the chaotic conditions on
Thursday. There was some buying back
of stocks from these sources and also by
thoso who got out in tirae early in the
week, and wanted to get back. To-mor-ro-

impending holiday, it was felt, in-

sured a period for calm reflection, which
must tend to clear the situation still fur-
ther.

MANIPULATION OF PRICES.
There also was some manipulation of

prices for the benefit of those whose bor-
rowing power had been largely impaired
by the shrinkage in collateral values.
Some of this manipulation also was with
a view to the benefit of the London mar-
ket, where there is a periodical settlement
on Monday which is much dreaded by the
Enslish operators in America, owing to
the heavy declines since the last settle-
ment, which would have to be made good.

Some of the more notable of the day's ad-
vances were Union Pacific. Zl; St. Faul and
Lackawanna. 17U; Consolidated Gas, 16;
Burlington and Amalgamated Copper.
International Power, IP;; B. &. (.).. 11; St.
Louis Southwestern preferred. 101; Sugar,
I. & II. and Genera! Electric.

This represent a rapid rate of recovery
from the extreme pries of Thursday,
which h id already been largely recovered
in the ioknt rebound of late trading on
the exchange. Ther was an obvious dispo-
sition to hail this as a revival of the lnom
on the part of som? of the mote sanguine
of the specuTatlve bull element. Hut after
the week's experience of the severe penal-
ties of ove speculation a renewal of the
sara was strongly deprecated.

That tho wounds caused by such a col-Ji'i- -i

a that of Thursday are not to be

healed In a day is patent. The condition of
the banks after yesterday's emergency
measures must be gauged before adequate
Judgment can be pasted on the outlook.

It is a remarkable fact that the unprece-
dented violence of Thursday's upset shouU
have resulted in not a single failure on the
Stock Exchange.

The commission houses generally were
averse to accepting much new business to-

day. About one-thir- d of the commission
houses would or.ly take buying orders from
customers who could pay for them in full,
and others required so excessive margins
as to restrict trading greatly. The heaviest
buyers came from the syndicates that have
ttcn active in arranging deals for the ab-

sorption of other properties. These Inter-
ests seemed lo regard the developments
yesterday as the most favorable thing that
could hive happened for the carrying out
of tnelr plans, and accumulation of stocks
by them was resumed on a large scale dur-
ing the day. This buying was so large that
the supply of stocks was continually ex-

hausted, and many orders at fairly high
limits could not be filled.

It A IN FELL IN TORRENTS.
Ilaln fell in drenching sheets to-da- y, and

Proad and Wall streets were toadstool gar-
dens of umbrellas. The strongest impres-
sion that an observer got in the street was
of exhausted and worn-ou- t men. The ma-
chinery of finance is human, after all, and
friction tells upon it. There was first a
period of tremendous activity that tested
the strength of tdie strongest, and the two
days of effort that was supreme that left
Its victims physically drawn and mentally
dull. There is no longer room for doubt
that the storm ha3 been weathered. The
banks and larger financial interests are at
work In rebuilding confidence, and stand
ready to further protect the market.

The losses yesterday were stupendous.
One commercial paper places the loss in
the bucketshops throughout the country
yesterday at TO.WO.OOO, and If the figure i3
anything like correct it conveys a profound
impression of the shrinkage in the legiti-
mate places. Naturally the greater part of
these were losses on paper, but they were
all sufficiently tangible to be counted by
owners and could at one time have been
realized upon In cash.

The other side of the story Is short, but
it Is full of tales of Yankee enchantment.
The men who had little dribs and drabs of
Northern Pacific and claimed fortunes on
them are generally the heroes of these tales.
Then there were a few men who were wise
enough to profit by the slump of yesterday
and got the opportunity to do so. Every-
where In the street to-da- y they were hold-
ing post-mortem- s. Some of these Inquiries
showed there were men whom a quick re-

covery of the market alone would save
from ultimate bankruptcy. As the market
did recover, they were saved.

The managers of the Consolidated Ex-
change have also decided to suspend op-

erations w, so there will be a great
deal of housecleaning over Sunday. Some
small blocks of stock were sold under the
hammer on the Consolidated Exchange to-

day to meet the obligations of the con-

cerns which went under yesterday.
After the close of the Stock Exchange,

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GEN. CHAFFEE IS FIRM

HE WILL JOT 'WITHDRAW FROM
THE FOItDlDDEX CITY.

American Troops Will Remain ou
Ciuard In Spite, of All Protests

from Allies at Peking;.

PEKING. May 10. Tho Americans have
evacuated the districts under their control
with the exception of the Forbidden City,
which they will continue to occupy In spite
of foreign objections until orders to the
contrary are received from Washington.
As it would be Impossible to turn over the
American districts to the Chinese, who cer-
tainly would not be allowed to keep them
Independently, General Chaffee, In order to
prevent chaos, notified Count Von "Walder- -
see a week ago that he would evacuate to-

day those portions adjoining the British,
which were assigned to them, and the re-

maining positions were assigned to the
Germans.

The departure of the troops for Manila
has been delayed ten days owlnrf to the
transport Indiana being quarantined at
Nagasaki because of a case of smllpox on
board. The American soldiers hero have
been vaccinated.

Wnnt Money, Not "Open Door.'
BERLIN, May 10. Referring to China's

offer to open tho whole country to the'
trade of tho world, provided the Indemnity
claims are reduced, a high German official
said to-da- y to a representative of the Asso-
ciated Press: "It is not opportune to discuss
now a reduction of the indemnities in ex-

change for an open door in China. So far
as Germany is concerned her claim repre-
sents her actual expenditure up to May,
but all claims must be reduced if it should
appear that China i3 unable to pay. An
oren door to the trade of the world might
facilitate reduction, but any theoretical
declaration on that subject by China is of
questionable value practically, because
China Is unable to quell hostility to for-
eigners in sections hitherto unopened so as
to make those regions safe for foreign mer-
chants."

Conger nml- - Wn Exchange Visits.
WASHINGTON. May 10.-Ml- nister Wu

and Minister Conger have paid an agree-
able exchange of visits since the arrival
in Washington of the American representa-
tive to China. The meeting was purely
social, the American minister paying the
call at the Chinese legation and Mr. Wu
returning the compliment. There was no
discussion cf the political aspect of the
present situation in China except In general
comment on the difficulties attending an
agreement when so many divergent inter-
ests were concerned.

FIVE OF A FAMILY LOST.

Drownfil "While Try Iii to lrnpf
from a Burning Steamer.

HOUGHTON. Mich.. May 10.-- The pas-
senger steamer Ron Voyage, of the White
line. Duluth. burned to the water's edge
on the lvich, near the Lake Superior ship
canal, this evening. The crew and passen-
gers escaped In the boats, except five
members of the Altman family, of Laurl-um- ,

grandmother, mother and three daugh-
ters, who were drowned. A fourth daugh-
ter wan saved by hanging on to a fender.
The steamer caught fire around the smoke-
stack. The order was given to beach her,
and the put in toward shore, going aground
in the shallow water about a mile from the
beach.

AN IRISH LIBEL

SENSATIONAL NEWSPAPER ATTACK
0. THE KINtt OF EX G LAM).

Edward Denounced as un Old and
Uuldhcndcd Roue, nml All His

Youthful Escupades Recalled.

"PERJURER" AND "SCOUNDREL'5

"CONTEMPTIBLE" AMI "INlTTEIt-A11L- Y

ABOMINABLE PERSON'

Some of Epithets Bestowed on the
lvlugr by William OTIrlen In His

Paper, the Irish People.

SEIZED " IN ALL THE CITIES

EFFORT IN LONDON AND ELSE-

WHERE TO STOP ITS SALE.

Attack nased on Cardinal Vanhans
Presentation of an Address

to Ills Majesty.
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DUBLIN, May 10.-- The police of Dublin,
Cork, Limerick and other towns of Ire-
land seized all the copies of William
O'Brien's weekly paper, the Irish People,
found at the news dealers' to-da- y. The
offending articles, it now appears, were
abusive attacks on King Edward, Cardinal
Vaughan and the address to ths King.
Following are some of the personalities
which caused the paper's seizure:

"Down upon his knees before an old and
bald-heade- d roue lover of every woman of
fair features who has appeared in Engli3.i
society for forty years, including titled
dames and actresses the English gentle-
man perjurer of an historic divorce case,
the polluted hero of one of the most mal-
odorous scenes in Zola's rotten novel
'Nana, the center of a score of the most
disgraceful scandals of the most contemp-
tible type down in front of this English
King, whose latest public performance was
to stigmatize on his solemn oath the whole
Catholic world as superstitious idolaters,
knelt the English-bor- n cardinal prince of
the church, with a document that might
have been presented to a Legree in a South-
ern plantation fifty years ago, but not by
an Uncle Tom, poor but contented, of Har-
riet Beecher Stowe's great story, who
would have seen his black skin stripped
oft inch by inch rather than put his mar
to a document like that signed and pre-

sented by Cardinal Vaughan and the Duke
of Norfolk on his solemn oath. We . do
rot believe he attached the slightest sol-

emnity to the performance. Put the fact
remains: This old and worn-m- t descend-
ant of a race of scoundrels ud practical
professor of hideous immorality asservated
that the most sacred doctrines of the Cath-
olic faith were idolatrous and supersti-
tious. He has not yet recanted. He has
not yet said a word to indicate that he did
not approve thoroughly of the terms of the
oath framed In the days of Titus. The
oath of a perjurer is no less vile than that
of the reigning King; but, on bended knees,
the prince of the church knelt before this
unutterably abominable person. Let us
console ourselves with the fact that the
presentees were English Catholics, who are
repudiated," etc., as already cabled.

11MICLU 1IY IRISHMEN.

William O'Brien's Article Commended
In the House of Common.

LONDON, May 10. At the conclusion of
the questions In the House of Commons
to-da- y John Dillon, Nationalist, moved the
adjournment of the House In order to call
attention to the seizure of the Irish People.
Mr. Dillon complained that the action of
the authorities was grossly illegal and
asked whether it was due to the attack on
Ir. Wyndham, the chief secretary for Ire-

land, or to the attack on the King. Mr.
Wyndham replied that it was owing to th'j
attack on the King.

Continuing Mr. Dillon said he was not
concerned to defend the violence of the at-

tack, but any seizure should have been
done through the courts. Far more violent
attacks on Queen Victoria had been made
in the English papers without their being
seized. The present action was a blow at
the liberty of the press.

William Redmond, Nationalist, seconded
the motion, characterizing the article com-
plained of us a very proper and patriotic
attack on the conduct of the chief secre-
tary.

After Mr. Redmond had commented on
the impolicy of the government's action in
seizing the Irish People, which would sim-

ply have the effect of fastening attention
on the article in the paper, many copies
of which were In the pockets of members
then in the House, and many of which had
gone to America, Mr. Balfour, the gov-

ernment leader, denied that the govern-
ment was attacking either the freedom of
the press or legitimate Irish agitation. He
asked if the publication of an obscene libel
were a necessary weapon for the National-
ists. No epithets he could employ were too
strong to describe this foul and poisonous
article. No man In that house could expect
any government to allow an act of such
gross indecency to be committed with im-

punity.
John Burns (Socialist) expressed the opin-

ion that if the article had been submitted
to the King he would have smiled and
thrown It Into the waste paper basket.

Mr. Wyndham. In defending the seizure,
declined to "soil his lips with reading the
attack on the King." which constituted
seditious libel, nor would he wound th?
feelings of millions by propagating the
outrageous, gross and scurrilous lies of the
article. r

The motion for an adjournment was de-

feated by a vote of 232 to 64.

Thf morning papers are unanimous in de-
nouncing the scandalous attack of the Irish
People upon the King, but serious doubts
are raised as to the wisdom of Mr. Wynd-ham- 's

action in seizing the paper first,
because the seizure was Illegal, It being a
case for prosecution; second, because to the
delight of the Irish members It has given
world-wid- e publicity to Mr. O'Brien's hith-
erto well-know- n paper, and will, the Na-
tionalists claim, be worth thousands of dol-U- r

to them from American sympathizers.

Many friends of the government consider
it would have been better had Mr. Wynd-
ham Ignored the matter. It appears that
Mr. O'Brien was lying ill at Mallow and
WQ3 not responsible for the objectionable
issue. It Is understood that the govern-
ment has no intention to prosecute the
paper.

PERIODICAL REVOLUTION.

Another Insurrection in Santo Do-ruln- go

General Lorn lvllled.

SAN DOMINGO, May 10. The districts of
Moca and La Vega are in arms against
the government. Congress has decreed the
suspension of constitutional guaranties in
the revolting districts. Several arrests have
been made and the government is taking
active measures. The Vice President of
Santo Domingo, Horatio Vasquez, is at the
head of the government troop3 operating
against the rebels. General Lora has been
killed and General Eobca has been taken
prisoner. The city of San Domingo is quiet.

LOCOMOTIVE EXPLODES.

Four Men Are Killed Bodies of Two
Blovrn Across a River.

HUNTINGDON, Pa., May 10. The boiler
of a freight engine on the Huntingdon &

Broad Top Railroad, at Mount Dallas, the
southern terminus of the Broad Top Rail-
road, exploded thl3 morning, Instantly kill-

ing four members of the local freight crew.
The dead are A. S. Berkstresser, engineer;
Charles Hollingshead, conductor; John
Richie, Fireman Thomas Edwards. All of
the men were residents of Saxton, Bedford
county, and leave families. The bodies of
Conductor . Hollingshead and Engineer
Berkstresser were blown four hundred
yards across the river. The cause of the
explosion is not known, but it Is believed to
have occurred while the boiler was being
filled with water.

Explosion in a .Mine.
DEADWOOD, S. D., May 10. A set of

boilers at the Highland hoist, operated by
the Homestake Mining Company, blew up
to-nig- ht with such force that the shock was
felt in all parts of this city, though the
hoist was half a mile away. A fire alarm
was turned In and all of the fire companies
responded. Ed Bretsford, engineer of the
dynamo and air eompresser, was almost
Instantly killed. Mandy Klinger and John
Cowlin, helpers about the hoist, were se-

verely Injured but will survive. Several
other men were more or less Injured.

COOKEtf IN HIS OWN BEER

HORRIBLE DEATH OF SAMUEL HOL

TOX, JR., A WEALTHY DREWER.

Ills Ilody Found In n Dolling; Vat of
Laser Prominent Business Man

and Politician of Troy.

TROY, N. Y., May 10. Samuel Bolton, Jr.,
a millionaire brewe; and one of the most
prominent und influential business men of
this city, has been found dead In a vat of
boiling beer in his brewery. His body wa3
literally cooked and his death must have
been Instantaneous. Much mystery sur-rcun- ds

the circumstances, which the au-
thorities are trying to unravel. One singu-
lar feature of the case is that Mr. Bolton's
hat and watch and chain were found on the
floor near the vat. Despite this, friends of
the dead millionaire are of the opinion that
his shocking end was due to an accident.
Mr. Bolton arose in his usual condition of.
health and went to his place of business,
the Bolton brewery, at the customary hour.
Late in the day he was found In the vat
of boiling beer on the second floor. Nobody
about the brewery seems able to throw any
light on the circumstances, and apparently
none saw him go to the second floor of the
building.

For years Mr. Bolton has been recognized
as one of the most influential citizens of
the city and county, and his popularity was
unbounded, lie was the head of the brew-
ing firm of S. liolton Sbns, one of the old-

est and largest in this part of the State.
He had been a strong political factor in the
Republican party and had been mentioned
as a. candidate for the nomination for
mayor. He had the largest political fol-

lowing of any man in the old village of
Lanslngburg, and it was believed his in-

fluence on important questions ordinarily
could decide their fate at the polls. At the
time of his death Mr. Bolton was president
oi the lieacon Electric Company, director
of the Manufacturers' National Bank and
the People's National Bank, a member of
the Riverside Club, president of the Star
Knitting Company, of Cohoes. and also was
connected with the Empire State Power
Company and other corporations.

LYNCHING IN OKLAHOMA.

Farmer Who Was Suspected f Pol-soilin- g

Water and Killing: Cattle.

WICHITA, Kan., May 10. J. L. Chandler,
an old resident farmer of Ioland. Day
county, Oklahoma, was taken from his
home, last night, presumably by cattle
men, and lynched. There brtng no telegraph
in that section of Oklahoma the news of
the lynching did not reach Woodward un-

til to-nig- ht. For some time there has been
trouble between the farmers and cattle-
men, and during the past few weeks a
great many cattle have died from poisoned
water. Chandler was suspected and lynched
as a warning to others. The identity of
the lynchers is not known.

Missed His Man, but Was Lynched.
VALLECOSTA, Ga.. May 10. Henry Joan-so- n,

a negro, was lynched last night. J nn-so- n

fired at a young white mi.i named
Foraker, but did not hit him Tjlms-;- r con-

fessed and said he intend ?d to kill Foraker.

FELL INTO A CREEK.

Fate of Willie McCormick, Who Was
Siinnoftcil to Have Been Stolen.

NEW YORK. May 10 The body of Willie
McCormick, who disappeared from his
home In this city some weeks ago, was
found In Cromwell creek, at

ON THE COAST

PRESIDENT 3FK1NLEY SKIRTING
THE PACIFIC IN CALIFORNIA.

Traveled for Hours Yeterduy on the
L'dge of Cliifs Overhanging the

Sea "While Eu Itoutc North.

EL0WER SHOWS EVERYWHERE

ALL THE TOWNS VISITED TRIED TO

RIVAL LOS ANGELES.

Enthusiastic People Even Lined the
President's Carriage and Paved

the Streets with Posies.

SPEECH AT SANTA BARBARA

WHERE 3IR. M'KIXLEY WAS GREET-
ED BY A COSMOPOLITAN CROWD.

Fire Chief So Anxious to See the
President He rmltted Ills

House to Burn.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, Cal., May 10. The
route of the President's train northward
from Los Angeles to-da- y was through the
Santa Clara valley, where it ran for hours
along the edge of cliffs overhanging the
Pacific ocean. At every stopping place to-

day there was a flower show rivaling In
beauty the floral parade which the Presi-
dent witnessed yesterday at Los Angeles.
At Ventura and Santa Barbara the Presi-
dent was simply overwhelmed with flowers.
The carriages in which he rode were lined
with them and the streets over which he
passed were paved with them.

There was no abatement to-da- y of the
enthusiasm which attended the President's
progress since he entered California. As
he approaches his destination at San Fran-
cisco the programmes at the different stops
are more enjoyable and less fatiguing. A
drive through the city wa3 in each case
the principal feature at the places where
he stopped to-da- y. The President was very
much interested in the old Spanish missions
filled with historic relics, which he visited
both at Ventura and at Santa Barbara.

San Luis Obispo was the last stop of the
day. It was reached at 7 o'clock this even-
ing in time for a drive through the town.
After crossing the mountain range the
train will drop down to Del Monte, on the
bay of Monterey, where the party will re-

main to-morr- and Sunday. The pro-
gramme to-morr- will include a visit to
the national encampment during the after-
noon. Sunday will be given up to rest.

SPEECH AT SANTA BARBARA.
At Santa Barbara President McKinley

made the principal address of the day.
After expressing his gratitude for the re-

ception accorded him and commenting on
the cosmopolitan character of the assem-
bly the President said:

"My Fellow-cltlze- ns What a splendid
civilization comes out of the old States
and from the old nationalities that are
represented here to-d- ay the best civiliza-
tion in the world; a civilization based upon
liberty, upon equality, upon self-governme- nt;

a civilization that leads wherever it
goes, whether here or in the distant seas,
and wherever this civilization goes It car-
ries tho ark of freedom. Our liberty, our
freedom, oar sense of justice are not ex-

tinguished in any clime, globe or land, and
here, facing the Pactnc, 1 am reminded
that this ark of liberty has moved out into
this great ocean."

Referring to the Spanish war, he con-

tinued:
"As the result of that war we are in the

Philippines and we don't mean to come
away Igreat applause and cheering, and
we mean to give to these distant peoples
what we gave to California more than
fifty years ago the blessings of security
and liberty."

An unusual incident occurred during the
President's stay at Santa Barbara. The
residence of the chief o the lire brigade
caught fire. The fire chief, who was on
the street awaiting the coming of the
President, was informed that his house
was in flames.

"Let It burn," he replied; "I will wait and
see the President. I can build another
house, but I may never have another op-

portunity to see the President of the United
States," and he stoically remained while
his house burned to the ground.

"I saw the President," he said, when in-

formed that his house was in ruins. "I
saved the lot, anyway."

AT SAN LUIS OBISPO.
The presidential party stopped one. hour

at San Luis Obispo. It was almost dark
when the train arrived. The President and
party were driven to the Ramona Hotel,
where the President spoke briefly from the
veranda. After he had concluded the crowd
surged up the step3 in a va'in endeavor to
get near him, and there was almost a panic
for a moment. The President made his
way through a window into the parlor, and
thence to a rear exit, where he got his
carriage to the train. Several of the party
had narrow escapes from severe injury in
the crush at the hotel.

Replying to the address of welcome by
the mayor cA San Luis Obispo, President
McKinley said, in. part:

"The ambition of every American is for
the well-bein- g of his country, for he knows
if all goes well with his country all is likely
to go well with him. In a country like
ours, resting, as it does, on the Judgment
cf the people, our government and its ad-
ministration, our laws and its courts are
very much what the people make them.

"Good citizenship Is indispensable to good
government. Bad citizenship will always
induce bad government. But so long as the
American home continues to be the founda-
tion of purity and virtue, so long as the
American school is supported by the Amer-
ican jople, we will have good citizenship
and in turn good government. We are
proud of our army and of our navy, and yet
that is not our chief pride. Our chief pride
is not in the arts of war, but In the peace-
ful pursuits of civil life to reach its highest
development.

"Our victories must be in the arts, in the
sciences and in manufacture, agriculture
and learning if we would really make a
great and progressive and enduring na-

tion. Our Nation now Is marching alo:r$
these lines, thanks to the virtue and in-
telligence of the American people."

CLOUDBURST AND FLOOD.

Little Child Swept Avrny and Other
Persons Reported Drowned.

WHEELING, W. Va., May 10. A cloud-
burst east of Wheeling to-nig- ht caused the

Woods's runs, tributaries of Wheeling
creek. At Tiradelphla the Baltimore & Ohio
tracks were covered with water for several
hours and trains were held up. including
two passenger trains. At Greggsville a lit-

tle child, name unknown, is said to have
been washed away and drowned. Between
Greggsville and Leatherwood, a suburb,
the wall of water came elown ten feet In
he'ght, taking bridges, outhouses and logs.
It is feared several lives are lost, but noth-
ing definite can be learned to-nig- ht. In
Wheeling the rainfall was 1.01 inches In
forty minutes.

Much Damage Done.
PITTSBURG, Pa., May 10. A cloud burst

in Tarentuni and vicinity this afternoon
did many thousand dollars damage. Rain
fell in torrents for an hour, barns were
v ashed down off the hills and in some case3
were upturned against residences. Bridges
were washed away, the railroad bed was
washed away at Creighton, the railroad
track was covered with three feet of water
for more than three miles. Telegraph and
telephono poles and trees were washed
down on to the tracks for a long distance,
and at least seven hundred cellars were
flooded. People were panic-stricke- n and
many moved their furniture from their
homes. Big landslides are reported from
up the road, and across the river on the
Valley Railroad. No loss of life has been
reported.

Struck ly LlKhtulng.
DELAWARE, O., May 10. An electrical

storm swept over the southern part of this
city to-nig- ht. Lightning struck the Second
Baptist Church, tearing off the roof and
setting the structure on fire, doing much
damage. Miss Sarah Washington, who
happened to be passing in front of the
church, was knocked down and is yet un- -
scious. Two babies in a near-b- y house
were knocked senseless and they are In a
precarious condition.

MR. HANNA EMBARRASSED.

Says It Is Ridiculous to Room Him
for President Now.

CLEVELAND, O.. May 10.-Se- nator M. A.
Hanna arrived in Cleveland from Wash-
ington this afternoon and will remain in
this city during the summer. Concerning
the talk of his being. the next nominee of
the Republican party for President Mr.
Hanna said that It Is ridiculous for him or
any other man to be mentioned for the
place three, years in advance of the time
of the nomination. He added that such
talk Is especially embarrassing for him
as chairman of the national committee.

ASKS DOLE'S REMOVAL

HAWAIIAN LEGISLATIVE WANTS

THE GOVERNOR DISMISSED.

Memorial to President McKinley,
Charging the Territorial Execu-

tive with Blocking: Legislation.

HONOLULU, May 5, via San Francisco.
May 10. The first Territorial Legislature of
Hawaii came to end on the evening of
April SO, according to Governor Dole, and
on the next night, according to the ma-

jority of both houses. The Legislature
ended Its existence at loggerheads with
the Governor all along the line and without
having passed a single one of the Impor-
tant measures to which the Home Rulers
were committed except the county govern-

ment act, which the Governor killed by a
vest-pock- et veto.

The last act of the House on the even-
ing of the 30th was to pass a concurrent
resolution containing a memorial to Pres-

ident McKinley, asking for the removal
of Governor Dole. He Is charged with
having hindered the work of the session
by his hostility toward the legislature,
withholding information and reports that
were called for, and refusing to co-oper- ate

with the lawmakers. President Mc-

Kinley is asked in the resolution to use
his Influence in behalf of an extra session
of the Legislature to transact general leg-

islation, which Governor Dole refuses to
grant. The Hawalians claim they have not
had time in which to work out the plans
of lawmaking they had formed in the
thirty days of the regular session. In con-

clusion the Home Rulers ask that Gov-

ernor Dole be removed, If the President
sees no other way to bring about an extra
session of the Territorial Legislature, de-

claring that the Governor has acted in
such a manner as to lose the confidence of
a majority of the people of the' Territory
and charging that he has not dealt fairly
with the home-rul- e element. The concur-
rent resolution passed through both houses
by large majorities, all the native home-rul- e

members voting for It.
Governor Dole created a sensation in

both houses by informing the committee
sent to him to ask for an extra session
that one of his reasons for not granting an
extra session was that he had been re-

liably informed that bribery was taking
place. Both houses passed a resolution
demanding proof. In reply the Governor
stated that general charges of bribery had
been made in the local papers and on the
floor of the Senate, but had not been in-

vestigated In spite of the appointment of
committees to look into them and that the
matter was being investigaed by the gov-

ernment with a view of punishing the of-

fenders if evidence could be obtained.
The Governor hns issued a proclamation

calling for an extra session for appropria-
tion bills or.ly. to commence May S. Cir-

cuit Judge Humphreys is about to call a
special grand jury to Investigate the
charges of bribery in the Legislature.

10.000 RIOTERS

STREETS OF DETROIT IX POSSESSION
OF A MOB LAST NIGHT.

NEARLY A SCORE INJURED

HEADS OF TWO MEN CHI SHED DY

THE MOUNTED POLICE.

Air Thick with ITin Bricks and
Cobblestones, and Several

Officers Wounded.

SINGLE TAXER THE CAUSE

WANTED TO CSE THE STREETS TO
DENOUNCE WEALTHY PEOPLE.

Policemen Ordered Him to 3Inve on,
the Crowd Sided with Iliui,

und the Trouble Uckhu

DETROIT. Mich.. May P --Fully ten
thousand men and boys to-nig- ht ran riot
in the main streets of this city for more
than three hours, keeping up a continual
running fight with police, both mounted
and on foot. As far as known twelve citi-
zens and five policemen were injured. The
names of only two citizens are known at
present. They are Mike Waldln and Louis
Caplin. The heads of both men were
crushed by being trampled on by horses
of the mounted police in a charge on the
crowd. The police officers injured are
James Tuomey, scalp cut by brick; Henry
Scott, hit on head with cobble stone; Them-
as Murphy, cheek cut open with brick;
George Moore, badly cut about head by
brick- - and taken home in an ambulance;
Barney Roonan, hit with a brick.

The riot began last night, when Superin-
tendent of Police Frank Andrews, who re-

cently superseded the old police board
through the passage of the Ripicr bill by
the Legislature, Issued an order to the po-

lice to allow no one to stand about the
wagon of 'Torn" Bawden, a local

exhorter, who had Incurred! the Ill-w- ill

of the police director by the extraordinary
nature of his remarks on so-call- ed wealthy
"tax dodgers." When P.awden began his
exhortation, a crowd quickly gathered. Su-

perintendent Andrews supervised the work
of the police In keeping the people moving.
The crowd good-natured- ly hooted at the
police and no violence was done.

To-nigh- t, however, the temper of th9
crowd changed, when it was announced
that Superintendent Andrews had called
on reserve officers to assist in keeping the
Campus Martlus clear. The single-ta- x ex-

horter came with his wagon and found the
campus Jammed with people. The police re-

fused to allow him to locate at any par-

ticular point and he drove from one street
to another, the crowd following. The mob
frequently blocked traffic and the police at-

tempted to disperse it. It was but a mo-

ment before stones began to fly and a gen-

eral mlx-u- p followed, in which the foot po-

lice used their clubs and the mounted men
charged. The officers fired their guns in tha

lr and the mob returned the fusillade with
bricks and cobble stones. At one time, when
the mob had gathered about the Central
Police Station, bricks were thrown through
the. windows. In a charge made by the
mounted police at this point. Mike Waiden
was knocked down and three horses tramp-

led over him. cutting his head so badly
that he was taken to Emergency Hospital.
Policeman George Moore was hit with a
stone in his charge and his cheek was laid
open. He was taken to his home in an am-

bulance. The other policemen were r.of
seriously hurt.

At one stage of the riot, a section of
hose was secured by oraer of the police su-

perintendent, and the stream was turned
on the crowd, but the hose was cut and
the man who wielded the nozzle was driven
Into ä saloon and pounded over the head
with an Iron cuspidor. Mayer Maybury
was down town watching the crowd and at
one time made a s:eech to the peopl
from the postofTico steps, cautioning them
to do no violence, but stating that he was
not in sympathy with the order of Police
Superintendent Andrews, denying free
speech on the public streets.

At 11 o'clock to-nls- ht the mob had great-
ly dwindled to a mere handful and the city
is quiet.

HUNTING A "BUTCHER."
